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THE SALVATION ARMY. 


Its Organization and System of Bring- 
ing Sinners to Kepentance. 


A conversation with Gen. Haskell yesterday 
developed some interesting facts. He said 
we Salvation Army is an organization of 
jay exborters founded in Eagland in 1865 by 
Wm. Booth, a dissenting clergyman, and now 
pumbering over 100,000 persons. Mr. Booth, 
during a visit to London, was struck witb 
the vast number of people who never 
attend divine service, and resolved to 


devote the remainder of his life to remedying 
tbe evil. Gathering around bim a band of 
earnest Christians, be began a series of open- 
sir meetings and thus formed the nucleus of 
what was at first known as the Christian Mis- 
sions In 1878 tbe title Salvation Army was 
adopted as being less calculated to repel the 
persons Whom it was designed to gather, and 
who do not like to be spoken of 
as needing mission effort. Last year 
there were in Engiand 122 corps, under the 
commard ot 195 officers, using for services 
i48 Warehouses, music balls, churches and 
other buildings weekly, holding anaua ly 45,- 
„„O open-air services and 60,000 in- door servi- 
ces, abd preaching to 74.000 persons ia-doors 
every Sunday evening and to 2,000,000 ia the 
streets every week. Through the army’s in- 
strumentality 257 persons have become wholiy 
employed in religious work. and 3.256 others 
adv to speak or labor in the cause when- 
ever called upon. Its actions are said to 
meet with the approvai of twenty-three mav- 
ors and magistrates, seventeen superintend- 
ents of police, and 129clerg,men. Is funds 
are raised muinly by colledtions taken at the

country came from England in the Sar Line 
steamships.

A BIG EXPERIMENT. 


Mr. Spaulding's Plan to Light the At- 
mosphere Over the City of Holyoke. 
From the Boston Herald. | 
The Paper World, published at Holyoke, 
announces that that city is to be the scene of 
an extensive experiment in the use of the 
electric light. H.C. Spaulding, of Boston, 
who was at first going to put his plans into 
effect in this citv, has gone to Holyoke on ac- 
count of cheap power, and has made arrange- 
ments with the Water Power Company to put 
a wheel into their new pit near Cabot street 
expressly for his use. To make the experi- 
ment which he will attempt will require 150- 
horse power, or over two mill- powers, or 
enough torun a paper-mill. A tower about 
seventy-five feet high will be built and sur- 
mounted by an immense lantern of such power 
as to put all former electric lights completely 
inthe shade. Mr. Spaulding will put up his 
tower and apparatus at his own expense, but 
he hopes to succeed so well that the city will 
adopt the system. lle is extremely en- 
thusiastic aud sanguine as to the 
results of the experiment, and his ex- 
pectations go far bevond the achieve- 
ments of any previous electrician. He says 
that with seven such towers as he intends to 
build he can make the entire city as light as 
day both indoor and out. His idea is that by 
filling the atmosphere above the city with 
light he will get the same effect that we do 
from tbe sun and its reflected light, and that 
the shadows will bejno darker than those made 
by thesun. His idea is to fill the stratum of 
atmosphere just above the city so completely 
with light that it will permeate spaces which 
no direct rays reach, just as the sun’s light 
does immediately after the sun has set. The 
light which he expects to throw out from one 
Jantern will be equal to 300,000 candles, while 
the largest electric light yet attempted by any 
one else bas been of but 10,000 candle power. 
The apparatus will cost $15,000 irrespective of 
any investment for power, but after the sys- 
tem is once in operation the cost of running 
it, aside from the power, will be small. The 
expense of lighting Holyoke at present, pub- 
lie and private, is estimated at $100,000 a year, 
and for about that amount the seven towers 
which are proposed could be set up, and the 
lights putin operation. Mr. Spaulding came 
to Holyoke on account of the pubtic spirit of 
its citizens and its cheap power, and because 
it will bea good place from which to adver- 

tise the system. 


Inebriate Asylum for Women.

The cause of the 
accident is supposed to de a broken rail, 
caused by the engine of some train. An extra 
train was made up and the passengers forward- 
ed in three hours. The injured were taken to 
Fort Wayne, Ind., and are being cared for by 
the company. This isthe first accident on the 
road in which passengers have been injured 
since June, 1872. 
NAMES OF KILLED AND INJURED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 19.—The excursion 
train which left this city for Put-in-Bay on 
Saturday night was ditched on the return 


trip near Fort Wayne, Ind., on the 
Wabesh Road. Edward T. Stewart, ot 
Noblesville, was instantly killed and 
about twenty persons were wounded.

THE CENSUS CONUNDRUM. 
A Chat with special Agent Sawyer from 
Washington. 

A reporter called this morning atthe Census 
Bureau and found Special Agent Sawyer of 
Washington busily engaged in his investiga- 
tion. Mr. Sawyer is a courteons,faffable gen- 
thleman and willing to vouchsafe all the in- 
formation possible to the press. In response 
to the reportorial interrogatories Mr. Sawyer 


said he was having the letter-car- 
riers’ lists examined and all those 
names which be ascertained had been 


omitted by the enumerators were at once tak- 
en ofiicially. The lists furnished by the car- 
riers could not be incorporated bodily into the 


oficial report, as the data supplied by them were 
very meagre. The carriers generally simply 
reported the heads of families and residence 
together with the number of persons in the 
family, but the various data as to age, occu- 

tion, etc., were not touched.

HE DIED AT RIS POST. 


Inquest Over the Switchman Killed Last 
Night at the Union Depot. 


The Coroner held an inquest to-day over 
the body of Augustus William White, wno was 
killed atthe Union Depot at 10:25 last night, 
Samuel Hardaway testified that White was 
aswitchman, and was on night duty. At the 
time of the accident he was assisting engine 
No. Sin the work of switching cars. His duty 


was to ride the engine and couple and un- 
couple the passenger cars to which the ergine 
was cttached in going the necessary 
switching. When thefwitness last saw White 
alive he was standing onthe rea: step of the 
engine, which was moving westward near the 
intersection of Ninth street, and which was 
attached to three passenger coaches. They 
were then on the main track, and the purpose 
was to shove the cars into track No. 4, 
or the second track south of No. 2, from which 
the cars had been taken. The engine was 
backed westward to ‘‘kick’’ the cars into No. 
4, and the decedent pulled out the coupliaog- 
Din so as to allow the cars to continue on into 
No. 4 of their oon momentum. After tne cars 
were detacbed and bad started into No. 4, the 
witness ‘*threw’’ the switch and the 
engine backed westward intotrack No.6 The 
witness did not notice whether the decedent 
was on the engine as it passed the switch 


where he was standing, but about 
two minutes later he discerned a 
white object on the track about 
acar’s length east of the switch at which he 
was stationed, and o aproaching the 
object, he discavered that it was 
White's dead body. It was lying 


between thersils of the main track, the one 
on which the engine bad moved westward. It 
was fece downward. The head was all crushed 
und seemed to be turned down underthe neck 
The crossing watchman and the vard- mas- 
ter, Dave Speer, were notified and then the 
witness held a conversation with the engineer, 
Michsel Naughton, and satisfied himself that 
the latter was in no wise toblame.
